Coffee Rationing 


MIAMI, F la. 'Al* > — Cuban., 
who Uke their coffee black and 
sweet — and lots of it — have 
been told they must go through 
another year of rationing. 
Havana Radio said Wednes­ 
day coffee rationing will end in 
1967. 
The broadcast, monitored in 
Miami, said coffee production 
will increase to about 30 million 
pounds this year. It added that 
about 20 million pounds will 
have to be exported because of 
the country’s need for agricul­ 
ture equipment, fertilizer and 
plants. The coffee is used as a 
down payment. 
Cubans now are rationed only 
lVSi ounces of coffee a week, the 
broadcast 
said. 
Foodstuffs, 
clothing and shoos have been 
rationed since 1962. 


LONDON (AP) — A group of 
British scientists is working on 
a new radiation machine, using 
neutral beams, which a spokes­ 
man said today “looks like a SO­ 
SO bet” to cure cancer. 
Scientists at the electronics 
research laboratory at Baidock 
in Hertfordshire, say they be­ 
lieve their idea will prove more 
effective than X rays in treating 
many forms of cancer. 
James D. L. H. Wood, beading 
the project, said: “W’e cannot 
say definitely whether it will be 
a cure yet, but it looks like a SO­ 
SO bet It will take about three 
years to develop a neutron gen­ 
erating tube with the high-pow- 
er output required.” 
The scientists expect to hava 
a machine compact enough to 
install in an ordinary radio­ 
therapy treatm ent room. 
Wood said they are using nu­ 
clear reaction characteristics of 
hydrogen bombs to attack can­ 
cer with beams of high-energy 
neutrons. 
The 
beams 
are 
produced 
inn a vacuum tube, 
part metal and part glass. The 
neutron generator will be en­ 
cased in 14 inches of steel with a 
small opening for the neutron 
t beam. 
Wood said high-power output 
1 was needed so treatment could 
be cut to a few minutes, 
the 
maximum time tolerable to a 
conscious patient.

U.N. Security Panel 
Expected To Air 
Matter on Friday

Middle East crisis confronted 
the United Nations today as Is­ 
rael charged Syria with mur­ 
ders, sabotage and open incite­ 
ment to war.

Cure Rated 


An Even Bet 


LONDON (AP) — A group of 
British scientists is working 00 
a new radiation machine, using 
neutral beams, which a spokes­ 
man said today “ looks like a SO­ 
SO bet” to cure cancer. 
Scientists at the electronics 
research laboratory at Baldock 
to Hertfordshire, say they be­ 
lieve their idea will prov e more 
effective than X rays to treating 
many forms of cancer. 
Jam es D. L. IL Wood, beading 
the project, said: “ We cannot 
say definitely whether it will be 
a cure yet, but it looks Uke a 50- 
50 bet It will take about three 
years to develop a neutron gen­ 
erating tube with the high-pow- 
cr output required.” 
The scientists expect to have 
a machine compact enough to 
install to an ordinary radio­ 
therapy treatment room. 
Wood said they are using nu­ 
clear reaction characteristics of 
hydrogen bombs to attack can­ 
cer with beams of higb-energy 
neutron*.

"It is 
quite possible Shoemaker com­ 
mented, "that the consolidated 
agency now existing has be­ 
come so large as to be adminto- 
teratively unwieldly 
and un­ 
manageable. In my opinion, the 
department s h o u l d be sepa­ 
rated because it has grown so 
large that it is difficult for any 
person to effectively supervise 
its work.”

The recent outbreak in Texas 
of this condition which is now 
under control may have added 
to your concern. 
Symptoms are so often alike 
that any outline of them would 
only serve to further increase 
your anxiety. 
The information 
you 
seek 
from me must at best be de­ 
layed far beyond the time for 
you to be relieved of this un­ 
necessary fear. How much wis­ 
er it would be to seek relief 
from your fears by consultation 
with your own physician. 
It 
would spare you the unneces­ 
sary delay during which time 
your anxiety can only mount to 
the point that it will overwhelm 
you. 
Encephalitis is an inflamma­ 
tion of the brain and its cover­ 
ings. There are many varie­ 
ties. Some are caused by a vi­ 
rus, others are due to an in­ 
vasion by bacteria. 
The disease 
is 
sometimes 
called sleeping sickness, menin­ 
gitis and by other names de­ 
pending on its exact 
nature. 
Health officials set in motion 
immediate methods 
that 
pre­ 
vent the disease from spread­ 
ing. Modern antibiotics and cor- 
tisones 
have been effctive in 
the control and cure of many 
cases of encephalitis.

WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
*n eye on possible 
congres­ 
sional action next year, Sens, 
Frank J. Lausche, D-Ohio, and 
Paul H. Douglas, D-Hl., have 
suggested a program for th e 
regulation of surface and strip 
mining operations. 
“I do not expect that the bill 
will be acted upon this year,” 
Lausche explained to the Senate 
last week when he introduced 
the measure, “I send it to the 
desk 
now as a forerunner of 
what 1 anticipate doing in 1867 
together with the senator from 
Illinois (Douglas).” 
Lausche said he planned to 
press for action on an identical 
or similar bill early in next 
year’s *ession of the 90th Con­ 
gress. 
No hearings are expected be 
fore adjournment of the present 
Congress. 
The bill, in addition to regula 
lions for future mining opera­ 
tions, also would provide for 
reclamation of lands and waters 
damaged by mining in the past. 
Under the proposal, the Secre­ 
tary of Interior would appoint 
a national advisory committee 
to help develop standards and 
reclamation 
requirements 
for 
the progran. 
The standards would have to 
be published in the federal 
register, with p .blic hearings 
held if objections were filed. 
The bill also provides that all 
surface and strip mining opera­ 
tions in this nation must contorm 
to federal standards In the ab­ 
sence of an approved state plan. 
A state plan would have to con­ 
form to the federal standards, 
Inspections would be provided. 
The bill also carries specific 
penalties for persons who will­ 


fully fail or refuse to comply 
with the regulations, once they 
are adopted. Convicted violators 
would be subject to a fine of 
from $5,000 to $10,000 or Im­ 
prisonment for not more than 
six months, or both. The fines 
would go into a special reclama­ 
tion fund. 
The bill is designed to provide 
reclamation 
and 
conservation 
of state-owned, privately owned 
and federally 
owned 
mined 
areas. It also would provide; 
— Financial assistance for 
training of personnel, research 
and technical advisory activi­ 
ties. 
—-Acquisition, reclamation and 
conservation 
of 
abandoned 
mined areas and an effective, 
continuing use program for such 
lands. 
•—Construction of demonstra­ 
tion projects when appropriate.

proposal, 
each party could dip equally 
into a pot with a lid linked to the 
total of ballots cast in the pre­ 
vious presidential election and 
on the basis of $1 a vote. Pre­ 
sumably this would make $70 
million available, to be shared 
on an equal basis, for financing 
the major party campaigns in 
1968 
The Senate sustained its Fi­ 
nance Committee action in at­ 
taching the campaign contribu* 
tion plan as a rider to a foreign 
investment tax bill. Sen. John J. 
Williams, R-Del., who called it 
extraneous, lost his fight to 
knock it out of the measure. 
However, the House is aller­ 
gic to that method of legislating 
by 
the 
Senate, 
particularly 
when it involves an important 
issue. Even Long, who heads 
the 
Finance Committee, 
had 
little hope that his plan would 
survive a conference of the two 
houses on the investment tax 
bill. 
But Long got the pubLic atten­ 
tion he wanted for his proposa.’. 
with the long-range objective of 
getting the House, which must 
originate all tax measures, to 
take a look at it next year. 
President Johnson proposed a 
$100 tax reduction for political 
contributions. 
But Long 
said 
that would save the millionaire 
$70 In tax and the average cit­ 
izen only $14. He said his plan 
would put everybody on the 
same basis and would wipe out 
the problems of raising c a m - 
paign funds.

sional action next year, Sens, 
Frank J. Laus:he, D-Ohio, and 
Paul H. Douglas, D-Ill., have 
suggested a program for t h e 
regulation of surface and strip 
mining operations.

Senate has voted for federal 
financing of future presidential 
campaigns but the House is 
likely to reject the actions as an 
empty gesture. 
A plan worked out by Sen. 
Russell B. Long, D-La., would 
permit each taxpayer to con­ 
tribute $1 a year by stating on 
his tax return he wanted $1 of 
his tax money to go for this pur 
pose.

Hie Senate sustained its Fi­ 
nance Committee action in at 
taching the campaign contribu­ 
tion plan as a rider to a foreign 
investment tax bill. Sen. John J. 
Williams, R-Del., who called it 
extraneous, lost his fight to 
knock it out of the measure.

Medical ma) at an advanced 
field hospital near the demili­ 
tarized zone say an average of 
five Marines a day are evacu­ 
ated with scrapes, breaks and 
maladies either aggravated by 
the tropical climate or caused 
by carelessness 
After five to seven days of 
treatment the men are usually 
well enough to return to com­ 
bat. the doctors say. 
A typical Marine must stay on 
his toes. 
He can slip jumping from a 
helicopter or climbing a muddy 
trail. Under SO pounds of pack 
and weapons, this could mean a 
strain or badly wrenched knee. 
A brush against a thorny vine 
or elephant grass slashes the 
clothes ar cuts the skin. 
“They’re dirty, 
real dirty. 
After two day in the field the 
bacteria count on their skin is 
tremendous. 
Minor cuts 
get 
badly infected,” a doctor said. 
lf the Marine fails to pace 
himself, he faces exhaustion or 
possible beat stroke. 
Infection lerks in tile water 
the trooper splashes through 
“'Hie water is contaminated 
by human feces, and corpses a 
lot of the time, too. This infects 
and aggravates athletes foot 
ana ingrown toe nails. A Marine 
should take his boots oft at night 
to help things,’* the doctor says. 
A drink of bad water almost 
certainly causes worms in the 
stomach, as well as diarrhea. 
Even if the Marine kee|>s fit 
and clean, he runs the danger of 
contracting

commonest 
crippler, malaria

By EDMOND LE BRETON 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s proposal to in­ 
crease Social Security benefits 
by some $2.2 billlotk a year has 
revived talk that some source

*ive old age, disability retire­ 
m ent and health care system. 
The obvious candidate is the 
general treasury. 
Dipping into the treasury for 
any substantial part of Social 
Security funds would be almost 
unprecedented. With minor ex* 
ceptions, 
the 
programs 
have 
been financed throughout their 
3 ^year Ufe by a payroll tax le­ 
vied in equal proportion on em­ 
ployers and employes. 
But there is a growing feeling 
that there is a limit on the am­ 
ount of tax that payrolls can 
bear 
without 
provoking 
both 
business and genenl voter re­ 
sistance. And the Social Securi­ 
ty Administration is on record 
as recognising and even sharing 
this feeling to some extent. 
The tax, 
increased sharply 
when medicare was instituted, 
now is 4.2 per cent each on em­ 
ployer and employe. It is calcu­ 
lated ms each worker's wages 
up to $6,600, a maximum tax of 
$277.20 on each. On Jan. 1 the 
rate goes up to 4.4 per cent and 
then by stages to 5 65 per cent 
by 1987.

But even if It proves accurate, 
there would remain more than 
$500 million to be financed It 
would not be surprising if Social

officials,

many 
members of Congress, were to
